experiment ever made in the telegraph 
ing of pictures for a long distance wa* 
made by The Call Tuesday night, when 
on outline picture of the entry of th* 
queen of the Fieita at Los Angeles wa* 
wired from the latter place to this city 
Tbe experiment was successful. Charles 
WiUonghby of this city is the inventor 
of this scheme 


The inventor believe! hia idea to be 


most valuable in newspaper work or m 
the police or secret service 
If the Bnc- 


cesa of the process is demonitrated fie 
will establish agencies in this city, New 
York and Washington 
A good piotnre 
can be sent at the cost of and in about 
the space ot 250 words It uhonld, by 
an expert and if not too elaborate, take 
no longer than half an hoar to send and 
reproduce a diagram 


The picture is drawn originally npon 
a paper ruled off into squares, each 
about one tenth of an inch m diameter 
Each vertical line is numbered along 
tho upper margin and every horwontal 
line is lettered down the side 
Every 
square is, therefore, i loutiiied with a 
number and a letter and its location is 
where ths two Iraes designated cro*» 
euch other 


With tho original drawing before 


him tho opeiator desrnbes the course 
of tho lines fiom point to point, and the 
message coutuiH only as many signs 
and combinations as I here are cnangeit 
in tho directions m ilie lines forminff 
the pictures 
This description beingro 
eeived at the other end of the wire, the 
linos are simply xepiodaced on a similar 
ruled surface

tory oily, and worked into a roost elab- 
orate coiffure, more like a huge glossy 
black butterfly than anything else 
As 


it is only dressed once or twico a week,

wooden door scraper, with a hollow cot 
in it to lit the neck, and a drawer in its 
base to hold tbe ornamental hairpins.

FAMOUS ENGLISH SWORDS. 


•ouw Notlceablf Wc.ipoui Tnat Ar» Ex 


hlblCotl In the Towvr of l*omlcra. 


'Whoever visits the I^ndon Tower 


niny enjoy a veritablo foast of sworde 
but amid the numberless array of weap 
ons there uro ouo or two that nro espo 
cinlly worthy of uotica 
There ia tho 


Hword of btato, which is girt on the 
nionurch's sido after his anointing ai 
tho imposing ceremony of coronation, 
which girding is moro honored in th< 
breach, one would suppose, when the 
monarch is it lady. Tho sword is flrai 
consticaated by the primate, and by hi 
handed to the lord chamberlain, who 
completes tho function. It is a two bond 
ed weapon, with rich decorations on hill 
and pommel and scabbard. Of scarcely 
loss importance ia tho' 'sword of mercy,'' 
borne before tho sovereign in the coro- 
nation procession. This sword is named 
Curtann, but thongh undoubtedly very 
ancient it can hardly claim to bo the 
original Cnrtuua forged by the famous 
Munilicaii. 


This original Curtaua was the magi 


weapon of Ogicr tho Dane, bold knight 
of Cburlcimngno's most warlike days. 
Our own C'urtaiia is in any case many 
contnrios old. It is square pointed, with 
tho look as though the point had been 
broken short; 1-cuco possibly its narje. 
A fln« gold wiro covers its handle, and 
tho scabbard is remarkably ornate. Two 
other swords are carried at tho corona- 
tion terdinony—swords symbolical of 
spiritnal and temporal justice, tho first 
with an obtuse point, the latter sharp. 
Cnrtaua and these two justice swords 
aro not often called upon to malco a pnh- 
Ho appearance. It is happily more than 
a half ecuCury since they wore last re- 
quired at n coronation, but whenever 
the g&rurtigii o[iens parliament in per- 
son thoswurrt of state first mentioned is 
called 1'roni Us repose. 


Tho lord mayor's sword is oven mere 


familhu1 to rho general public, and not 
only London, buc most other corpora- 
tions, hnvo their sword and sword bear- 
er. It is i\ picturesq.no survival of tho 
middle iigos, which QUO would rugrot to 
see abolished—pare of thoritunl of state 
customs, which ritual is by no means 
meaningless. Public action must often 
bo o! a figurative character. Such is the 
mode by which the city of London some- 
times does honor to those who have ren- 
dered tho nation goud service, presenting 
to thoin swords cf honor. These civic 
swords have boon given to inon like 
Lord Napier, Lord Clyde, Lord Wolse- 
ley. 
Wellington received one in his day, 


and so did tho Prussian Blucher.—Lou> 
don Standard. 


THAWING' OUT FROZEN MEAT, " 


A Dark Boom Trmfmunt Union Lamlaf 


the Cold fit <*,*age iioluw. 


According to tho process invented 


by Messrs. Kelson Bra*, for thawing 
frozen meat in such a way as to put It 
on tho market iu a sound condition and 
avoid the many objections to which the 
•alo o( the meat while still in a frozen 
state was open, the chamber of the ap- 
paratus is provided with double doors, 
ono of which is extremely thick, so as 
to shut ont, ns far as possible, all exter- 
nal atmosphere. Tho chamber has no 
windows, but ia supplied with electric 
light. 


Ou entering one sees only some 80 


quarters of beef banging ^ rows on 
hooks over a slightly raised open plat- 
form, with a canvas curtain at the book. 
Under this platform, however, there Is 
a series of steam pipes, while behind the 
curtain there is a series of pipes filled 
with compressed ammonia, similar to 
those used in connection with the ordi- 
nary freezing processes. The steam pipes 
under the meat cause a current of warm 
air to ascend all around it, and as goon 
as this current reaches the top of this 
chamber it is drawn to tho freezing pipes 
behind the curtain, by which all the 
moisture is frozen ont of it, on to the 
pipes themselves. It accumulates there 
in the form oi snow some three-quarters 
of an inch iu thickness. 


The snow has to be scraped off the 


pipes from time to time, and it is stated 
that tho accumulation during five days, 
iu the thawing of 30 quarters of beef, 
bna resulted in no fewer than 108 pounds 
of water. During that same period the 
meat hua lost only 1 per cent ia weight. 
The purpose of the canvas curtain is to 
divide tho ascending warm current from 
the descending cold current, and it Is 
claimed that the effect of this incessant 
passing of tho nir first over the steam 
pipes and then over the freezing pipes 


eventually to free it from all mois- 


ture. When the moat is first hung, tho 
tcuipeftituro of tho room is almost at 
freezing point, bnt on tha fifth day tho 
temperature of the chamber has been 
raised to that of tho air outsido. By 
this time the frost has all beea thawed 
out of the meat, which is then in a con- 
dition to bo seut to market. — London 
Eiiven tior

Laboring on the firm earth, with "all 


ont of doors" to breathe, perspiring and 
mayhap grumbling at one's hard luck, 
a person seldom, if ever, stops to tbiiik 
that meu work day after day deep down 
in the v/ater or the mud, with none but 
artificial' light to guide their move-* 
men is and ™ly the air that ia pumped 
to brealihe. 


People who work in tha open air 


would have only to work for a short 
timo in a diver'a suit, a caisson or an 
air lock, getting a taste of what it ir 
like nnel how it feels, to be cured forevj 
er of grumbling at their lot and to thank 
their lucky stars that' it bas been or- 
dained that they work on top of tho 
earth. The work of a diver, nig sensa- 
tions while under water and his experi- 
ences have often been written about, 
but 'thouo of tho air lock and oaisson 
worker havo not. 
Whilr> he doea not 


face tho danger of fouling pipes and 
lines, as doea the diver, he staya down 
longer, gets warmer, and bis great dan- 
ger lies ill the stagnation of blood and 
paralysis, resulting from tho change of 
atmosphere. 


Mr. E,. C. Eapier of Eas3 Cambridge 


is ail air lock -worker and ta'ks most in- 
terestingly. His work was mainly in the 
air locks used in building the; great Hud- 
son river tunnel. To a reporter ha talk- 
ed of some oi tha sensations, dangers and 
experiences. Ho said that, while a man 
working on tho surface of the earth 
bears up an atmospheric prpssnre of 15 
pounds to tho inch, meu in the locks 
bear n pressure of from 15 to BO pounds 
of compressed air, according to the 
depth. 1 ho heaviest pressnro ever work- 
ed under was borne by flvo divers ou 
the Swedish coast—85 pounds. Four of 
these died live minntea after coming out. 


Wbilo as a general thing tho diver 


stands not nearly that amount of pres- 
sure and seldom stays down more than 
two hours, tho men in tho Hudson river 
runnel stood a pressure of from 45 to 
4G,y pounds and worked in four hour 
shifts. 
Bomo meu staid down 20 hours 


at a stretch, bnt did not work all the 
time, and Superintendent Hasfcins once 
staid down 24 hours. The sensations 
experienced aro puunlinr. 
When a man 


first fitcpii in, thc-re is a tingling in the 
ears and a pain in the hoad, and when 
ho talks it is apparently through tho 
noso. Tills is caused by the pressure, 
mid tiio remedy is to hold tho nose, 
close tho month and blow against the 
oars. 
Tills relieves the pain and stops 


tho sensation. When tho pressnro is all 
on, tho worker feels all right and expo- 
liences no discomfort. 
Then there is a 


sort of exhilaration, and a man docs 
more work iu the lock than ho could do 
outside. 


Another peculiar thing about tho ac- 


tion of tho pressure is that a man may 
havo liquor enough aboard when out- 
fiido to just make him feel jolly, but 
when bo steps into tbo lock he is as 
drunk as a loon. The danger lies in 
coming cut of thu pressnro into tho open 
air. It is th«u that a man is apt to suf- 
fer from stagnation of tho blood and 
paralysis, cauaed by the chango of at- 
mosphere. 
PesideK tbia a man may bo 


attacked in fho head or stomach with 
suvoro pains. 
Thrca out of flvo cases 


where tlio liehrt and stomach are attack- 
ed i-c£iilt 1'attUly.

Another severe malady resulting from 


tho cha;iK» is what is called the bends. 
Tbis Is thci air getting iu between the 
flesh and l;ho bone. It is extremely pain- 
fnl and go severo tliflt a Quart of whisky 
administered in half au hoar would not 
intoxicate tho patient. The stagnation 
and paralysis iiru the worst dangers 
ami do thu work quickly.
